In his work, Hanson naturally 
gains insight into the economics of 
this territory in the Pacific. Basic 
industries of the islands are two 
agricultural commodities — pine- 
apple and sugar. Total value of 
these two is one hundred million 
dollars. Because these two indus- 
tries maintain their own research | 
and marketing bureaus, the ex- 
tension service confines itself to 
work with diversified products, 
whose total annual value amounts 
to ten million dollars. 

Farmers of diversfied prodtcts 
are Japanese, Chinese, Portuguese 
and Hawaiian. Average size of 
the Hawaiian farm is five acres, 
and the lot of these farmers is not 
one which attracts the white man,

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Our Undeveloped Park Land 
Upland owns a tract of more than 30 acres just east of the 
San Antonio Community hospital. Purchased as a park site 
by the city, the property has never been developed. There is 
division of opinion among local citizens as to the advisability 
of the city maintaining a large park. The city councilmen are 
undecided as to what should be done with the property.” And 


80 the undeveloped tract remains undeveloped. 

An opportunity may come whereby the city may be able to 
employ laborers at a direct local cost of nine cents an hour. 
The SRA has on its rolls able bodied men who receive relief 
checks. If suitable projects can be obtained, these men will 
be available for work if the project sponsors will pay the men 
nine cents an hour. Those employed from the SRA rolls will 
be paid 45 cents an hour-—the city paying 9 cents and the state 
36 cents. 

The suggestion has been made that these laborers be em- 
ployed on a project of clearing the property and setting out 
shade and ornamental trees. 

Time is required for trees to grow—and as they grow the 
property will become more valuable. 

Five years hence-—with the trees set out now—the property 
will be worth considerably more than at present. At that time, 
& portion of the tract might be developed as a park and the 
remainder sold for home sites. 

The city’s experience in developing municipally-owned 
property has been very encouraging. The park property pro- 
vides another opportunity for the use of relief labor.

deficiencies—such as standardiza- 
tion of marketing and marketing 
organization, which the extension 
service hopes to supply—farming 
has not been very profitable. But 
because of climatic and other fav- 
orable factors, the agricultural 
specialists see no reason why the 
plight of the small farmer in the 





island cannot be immensely im- 
| proved. 
For instance, certain products 


can be sent to this country in the 
winter months and demand a high 
price, These are new potatoes, 
tomatoes, green corn and aspara- 
gus. Eastern cities as well as 
western cities pay fancy prices for 
these before Imperial Valley pro- 
duce is ready to market. Conse- 
quently these products do not in- 
terfere with California. 

During the time of year when 
shipment to the mainland is not 
profitable, the farmers are encour- 
aged to grow produce for local 
consumption. 

LACK STANDARDIZATION 

But in shipping truck produce 
to the mainland, Hawaiian farm- 
ers have as yet very little concep- 
tion of what standardization 
means. To date, attempts at laws 
to standardize marketing have 
failed. Produce is packed by the 
small farmers in old boxes, sec- 
ond-hand sacks and in other mis- 
cellaneous containers. However, 
shook to make boxes is gradually 
being introduced and agents are 
proving that farmers can get bet- 
ter prices by improving their 
methods of grading and packing. 

“Progressive farmers on good 
land with supply of irrigation wa- 
ter are making money today in 
| Hawaii. The picture here is slow- 
‘ly changing as the older genera- 
tion of farmers of Oriental ances- 
try is being replaced by younger 
farmers who know how to pack 








states. 

| Although the islands have a pop- 
julation of only 400,000, the con- 
{sumption of citrus fruits by these 
people is exceptionally high, he 
says. The citrus industry has es- 
| tablished a splendid market for 
| their produce in Hawaii.
